: (3) A gas main in BAST STH STREET from a point 61 feet
east of Matamoras Street westerly 390 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 134 feet north of and parallel to the
south property line of said EAST 5TH STREET,

Sald gas main described sbove shall have a cover of not
less than 2-1/2 feet.

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice
that the City of Austin does not guerentee that the space assigned ebove is
clegr from other underground utilitlies, bdut is based upon the best records
we have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any ref-
erence to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points,
When the Texas Public Service Compeny requires definite information upon
the ground as to elevations or working poinfts from which to base the loca-
tion of their assignments they shall Bpply to the City Engineering Department
not less than three (3) days bYefore such information is required. The Texas
Public Service is further put upon notice that they will be required to bear
the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged
during the construction of lines nemed in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mist be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of sald gas mhairs, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of sald streets after said
meins have been lald shall be under the supervision and direction of the City.

‘ I, the undersigned, have considered the application of A. T,
Long, for permission to operate a private gasoline plant consisting
of a 5R0-gallon tank and one lO-~gallon visible pump for the sole
purpose of servicin@ his own motor equipment and from which no gaso-
line is to be sold, upon property located on the southeasi corner of
the intersection of Bowle and West 2nd streets, which property is
designated as Lot 1, Block 6, in Reymond's Platean Subdivision in
The City of Austin, Travis County, Texae, and locally known as 211
Bowie Street.

This property ie located in a "D" Industrial District and I
recommend that this permit be granted subject to the following con-
dltions: '

{1) That the gasoline tenks and pumps shall be of an approved
type end shall bear the label of the National Board of Fire Under-
writers and that all tanks snd pumps shall be installed in compliance
with the Ordinance governing the storage and handling of gasoline.

(2) That all pumps shall be located not nearer than 10 feet
to the property line and so located that cars stopped for the pur~
pose of receiving gasoline or other supplies shall not in any way
obstruct the free passage of traffic on elther the sidewalk, street
or glley.

(3) That "NO SMOKING" signs shall be at all times prominent-
ly displayed, and no person shall be permitted to smoke on the pre-
miges where gasoline is hendled or stored.

(%) That all fees shall be paid and a permit secured from
the Building Inspector's office before any installation work is start-
ed, and that no equipment shall be placed in operation until after
final inspection and approval of same.

2, THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to
the said Moore Construction Company, hereinafter termed "Contractor",
upon the following express terms and conditions:

(1) That the Contractor shall construct a Y-foot walkway within
the outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway
to be protected on each side by a guard rail at least 4 feet high and sub-
stantially braced snd anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of
eny kind along the pavement within the walkwey, and at any time in the opin-
ion of the City officlals it becomes necessary for any reason to install a
board floor within the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the
Building Inspector immediately place such a wood fleor and substantially
support same to prevent sagging under load.

(2) That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working
space a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in
use, and at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain
& person at this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approaching trucks,
This gzate is not to open out go as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic,

(3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the worke
ing space shall park on any part of the street outside of the sllotted worl-
ing space.

(4) That "No Parking" signs shall be placed on the street side of
the barricedes. '

(5) That the Contractor is permitted to comstruct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space provided such work office 1s not
‘within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

. (6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs
or other public utilitles in the construction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor willibe responsidle for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(8) That the Contrector shall place on the outside corners of any
walkwey, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of dark-
ness and provide lighting systems for all tunnels.

(9) That the Contractor shsll remove all fences, barricades, loose
materiale and other obstructions on the slidewalk end street immediately
after the necegsity for their existence on sald sidewalk or street has ceased,
such time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such
sidewalk, barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be
removed not later than March 1, 1946,

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any
end all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installa-
tion of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein grented shall
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not be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such

grant reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of sald space
any time with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

, (12) That any public utility, or public or private property, dis-
turbed or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the
completion of the comstruction work for seid building projects, whether done
by the Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or
repaired at the Contractor's expense,

(13) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousend Dollars ($5,000,00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold harmle ss the City of Austin from any claims or damages
to any person or property that mey accrue to or be brought by any person
by reason of the exerclise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor
by the City of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks,
pevement and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or re- .
moved during the construction work and shall further guarantee the constructe
ion of a walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

(7) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
not be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in meking such grant
regerves the right to enter and occupy any pert or all of sald space any
time with its public utilities, or for other neceesary public purposes.

(8) That any public utility, or public or private property, dis~
turbed or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the
completion of the construction work for said building projects, whether done
by the Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, ghall be replaced or
repaired at the Contractor's expense.

(9) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00), which shall protect,
